There waa nothing particularly surprising 
In a dispatch Irom a village In Anierlcan- 
occupJecJ Oermnny a Icff days ago. It rcJotcd 
that residents of the place were making little 
or no effort to help themselves. They Ecem- 
cd to take it for granted that Americana would 
attend to such matters aa the rebuilding ot 
homes, planting ot crops and provision ot 
coal tor next winter. 

We do not pretend to know whether this 
attitude Is typical ot American-occupied Ger- 
many, But everyone of experience knows the 
habit ot, "let George do It," Is ensy to lorm. 
Unless sternly discouraged, the Germans al- 
most certainly will lorm the habit ot ex- 
pecting Uncle Sam to do everything that 
needs to bo done lor them. 

So it Is part ot the Job of the occupation 
forces to do as has been done, according to the 
news dispatch, in the particular, Oerman vil- 
lage. The report said the villagers arc being 
told, in effect, that Uncle Sam will be Inclin- 
ed to help only those who help themselves. 
The villagers are being given blunt warning 
that the bed they are to occupy In the futuro 
will he as they make it for thera.'iclvcs. Similar 
advice to the whole of American-occupied 
Germany would not be amiss— and It Is 
safe bet that it Is the kind ot advice that all 
Huch Germans are receiving.

FOOTNOTE ON BATTLE OF THE BULGE 
First newspaper accounts of the German 
breakthrough in Belslum last December were 
serious and concerned. But soon we clvlllana 
were given to understand that the i^'rile op- 
eration had been a. "calculated risk," that 
the attack had been expected, and that the 
trap which the allies eventually sprang on 
the nazla had been deliberately set. 

Now we lenrn that the attack leally was a 
stunning surprlae. General Hodges anfl his 
staff narrowly escaped both capture In Spa 
and death on the bomb-blaated road to Llegc. 
The Germans came within, 600 yards of a 3,- 
OOO.OOO-gallon gasoline dump which, if taken, 
might have made the counter-attack's event- 
ual outcome a different story. 

The discrepancy between tbe two accounts 
is past history, of course, and perhaps not 
worth worrying about. But It does seem that 
the army might have believed that the 
civilian public, told the real story within 
boimds of security, would not have thought 
the less of our generals because on one oc- 
casion they didn't beliave like . omniscient 
heroes of fiction. 

However, It does eeetn proper, before dis- 
missing the subject, to pay belated tribute to 
the soldier cooks. and bakers and the military 
censors who dropped their skillets and blue 
pencils to take up rifles and stem the Oerman 
tank attack. Their now-lt-can-be-told exploits 
make better reading. It sectns to us, than the 
earlier version of the same story.
